term. Berry has been charged by his 
own daughter with being the father of 
a < lillcl t)()rii to her on November 5 
and wliirli died afler only a few days. 

Joseph FIkrIub. young farmer of the 
Hlpley, Ohio, neighborhood, who mar- 
ried Berry's iwenty-year-old daughter 
last May and to wlioiii she made 
the confe.sBlon that the child horn to 
her on November Sth, was her own 
father's child, was hi MaysvlUe Thurs- 
day and held a consultation with 
County Attorney W. H.' Reea la regard 
to the case. 

This story has been anoat In the 
Dover and Ripley neighborhoods tor 
several weeka or since the child was 
born but the matter had not been 
brought to the attention of the county 
ofllelals natil Thniaday when the 
young hoabaad called on County At- 
torney Reee. 

Young Figgtna tnmlahad the County 
Attpmey with a writtaa atatement 
signed by hia wife whieh will be used 
when the eaaa la taken balora the 
Orand Jury at Its flrst maatias. 

Berry, who is about 60 yeara of age, 
Is now In the Mason county Jail in 
default of $2,0(0 bail belnit held under 
a warrant charging him with having 
Illicit relations with Rdtth Daniels, a 
fourteen year old Dover gri. He was 
indicted by the last Grand Jury on 
this charge and at first Insisted on an 
Immediate trial but when he was 
lirought before the court he asked that 
his case bo allowed to go over until 
the December term for trial and In de- 
fault of ball in llie sum of two thous- 
and dollars, he has been kept In the 
local jail since that time. 

The Western section of Mason coun- 
ty and the northern section of Brown 
county, Ohio, has not had a case in 
many yeara which haa ahakoa the 
community so much as has thia most 
horriblo ot orimas, Thia ia by tkr the 
moat terrible crime' that haa been 
oemailtted In BCason oooaty la maay 
years paat, it Berry ia girilty ot the 
charge. The statutory oftaaaa la IB' 
cest and' Is punlahable by conflnemeat 
in the state pealteatlary for aot less 
than two aor mora than twanty-one 
yeara. 

Particulars of the case are lacking 
and will not probably come to light 
until the trial of the case as County 
Attorney Itee.i has salacted to take the 
case direct to the Orand Jury instead 
of holding iin examining trial as the 
man against whom the charge Is made 
is now in Jail being held on another 
charge. Should the evidence given the 
Urahd Jury at Its meeting warrant the 
returning of an Indictment for Incest, 
It is certain that District Prosecutor 
Orannis and County Attorney Raes 
will aleot to prosecute under the new 
Indiotatent.

He 
leaped from fast moving airplanes at 
diczy altitudes, trusting that hls^para- 
chute tunction perfectly. 

Perhaps his most spectacular teat 
was hU "skyrocket stant." He 
caused to be made a giant skyrocket 
with a special compartment for hlm- 
selt. It was his plan to have himself 
shot Into the air and to make the de- 
scent with a parachute. Something 
was amiss In the construction of the 
rocket for it failed to gain KulTlcient 
altitude and he was seriously injured. 
He soon recovered and continued his 
thrilling worl(. 

It is tiie irony of late thai Law, after 
suriUving many accidents and taking 
the most desparet chances, should- 
succumb to tuberculosis. His death 
from the disease lends emphasis to 
the fact that tuberculosis is the great- 
est menace the United States (aces to- 
day.

Senate and lionse Will I'nlle In Ito- 
riaring Knd of War Is Plan of 
Bepabtlran I. 



Washington, N'ovenihcr 20.— Early 
action on the resolulion derlnrlng the 
stale of war with Cciniaiiy to lie at an 
end was promised today by Kepubll- 
cnn loaders of the Senate and !4ouRe. 

It Is the purpose of Scnal^or Henry 
Cabot LiOdgc, of Massachusetts, He- 
publican leader, to bring tbe resolu- 
tion to a vote In the Senate in the 
opening days ot the next se^islon, 
which begins Monday, December 1. 

It Is belleTed.tbat a majority for the 
resolution can be Obtained In both 
Houses, as there is strong sentiment 
in favor ot ending the war without 
awaiting another six months of debate 
on the treaty. 

Before the resolution Is reported to 
the Senate by the Foreign Relations 
Committee, however, it will be 
changed from a concurrent to a joint 
resolution, so that if naiseil it will re- 
quire the Blgnatuie ol' tin' Preslilenl 
before bK-oiniiU' cffi'ct ive. 

When fiisf propusod tlie resolntlon 
was drafted as a ciim iin i iit resolu- 
tion, that Congress iiilnht declare the 
war to be at an end without any ac- 
tion by the President. 

The sentiment now prevailing, how- 
ever, among Republican Senators Is 
that it should be made a Joint resolu- 
tion, so that the President either may 
sign It or accept ihe respbnstbllity of
